Washington, March 8 —WV-Here 


are pointers if you're One of those 
who must — by March 15 — file 
a declaration of estimated income 
tax for 1945 and pay the first quar- 
terly installment at the same time. 


You make your declaration 
on 


form 1040es. The part you use, tear 
off and turn into the collector is 
about the size of a bank check. If 
you don't have a form 1040-es now, 
you can get one from your internal 
revenue collector's office. 


You may 'be unable, for various 
reasons, to make an estimate right 
to the last penny. There is no pen- 
alty for a wrong; estimate provided 
it is not wrong by more than 20 
per cent. 


The declaration must be made if 


you expect to receive in 1945: 


1. Wages subject to withholding 


in excess of $5,000 plus $500 for each 
surtax exemption except your own. 
For example: $5,500 in the ease of 
a married couple with no depend- 
ents or a single person with one 
dependent. 


2. Income from all other sources 


in excess of 100, provided your total 
income is expected to amount to 
$500 or more. (Details on 
these 


groups were explained here yester- 
day.) 


So, two groups of people will file 


an estimate and start making quar- 
terly payments. 


1. Those whose income of $5,000 
or more. is from wages or salary 
from which tax is regularly with- 
held. If you're in this group you 
know how much .tax is being with- 
held. You figure the difference be- 
tween the amount withheld and the 
total tax you estimate you'll owe on 
1945 income. 
, 


2. Those;with income from which 


no tax is withheld like doctors paid 
in fees and landlords living off rent 
These people have to estimate their 
income for the year, what the tax 
is on that income. And they start 
paying that total tax in quarterly 
installments. 
' . . . • ' , . 


If you're in this second group—- 


and if your income is under $5,000 
T-- you can find your tax for 1945 
in the table on the back of form 
1040 which is being used by people 
making their 1944 income tax re- 
turns.^Note: Form 1040 is not form 
1040es. They are separate and dis- 
tinct. You use form 1040-es in filing 
your 1945 estimate. 


Here's an example of working out 
form 1040-es: 


Jones, married, one child, is paid 


$125 a week in salary. So, his salary 
in 1945 will be $6,500, A tax of $21.30 
is withheld from his salary every 
week but that's not all the tax'he'll 
owe for the year. 
' 


.He turns to form 1040, which he ; 
is using for his 1944 return, as a 
guide in. working out his 1945 tax 
which will be $1,135. He enters that 
on-line,1,; form. 1040TCS. 
• ' 
» 
To find out how much tax will be 


withheld from his;salary for the 
year, he multiplies that withholding 
of $21.30 by 52 .weeks. The total — 
$1,107.60 — is the tax that will be 
withheld from him. He enters that 
on line 2. 


Then he. subtracts the $1.107.60 


from the $1,135 and puts the result 
— $27.40 — on line 3. That's the 
tax he'll owe over and beyond the 
tax taken out of his paycheck week- 
ly. . 


But.— Jones is one of those peo 


pie who overpaid on the 1944 tax. 
When he figured out his 1944 tax 
on the 1040 long-form, he made a 
note of this overpayment and.indi- 
cated on the form that he wanted 
it credited against his 1945 tax. 
That overpayment was $15. 


So — on line 4 of form 1040-es, 


he enters that $15, subtracts it from 
the $27.40 on line 3, and gets his 
result: $12,40. This is the tax he 
must pay as his estimated tax due 
on 1945 income. He puts that 
on 
line 6. 


He can pay it — anyone can do 


the same — in a lump sum or in 
quarterly installments of $3.10, the 
first by March 15, the. second by 
June 15, the third by September 15, 
and the fourth and final payment 
by Jan. 15, 1946. 


On line 7 Jones writes the amount 


he's paying with' form 1040-es. The 
full payment or first quarterly in- 
stallment must be paid when Jones 
turns in his form 1040-es to the col 
lector, personally or by mail. 


So he writes his name and ad- 


dress on form 1040-es, signs it and 
he's through.

From Hurting Himself

"I was so embarrassed the other 


day," a home nurse confided. "A 
girl in our lunch room had an epi- 
leptic attack and I didn't know what 
lo do for her." 
There is very little that can be 


done for the person having an 
epileptic seizure, except to keep 
him from hurting himself, and to 
protect him, so far as possible 
from the gaze of the curious. 


If it seems to be your responsi- 


bility to do something lo meet 
such an emergency, you can place 
a knotted handkerchief, a thick pie- 
ce of folded paper or a piece of 
wood between the patient's teeth 
lo keep him from biling his ton- 
gue, 
and restrain his head anc 


limbs gently so that he does not 
bump himself gainst the floor or 
furniture. Loosen \lhe clothing a 
the neck, wipe the face and moutl 
with a dry towel or handkerchief 
and wait for the attack to sub 
side. 
EMBARRASSING 


Seeing an epileptic seizure fo 


the first time is a frightening ex 
perence, but not an occasion for 
panic, If there is someone else to 
assume responsibility for c.aring 
for the patient the kindest thing 


wise. It is extremely embarrass-: 
ng lo the patient when he be- 
comes conscious to 
find himself 


urrounded by a curious crowd. 
The 
first symptom of an epi- 


eptic seizure to the observer Is 
a sharp cry, or moan, just as the 
jatient 
falls unconscious. '.The 


!ace becomes .livid, the eyes, roll 
up and Ihe body twitches or jerks 
violently. Sometimes 
froth ap- 


pears at the mouth and . the pa- 
tient grinds his teeth or bites his 
tongue and lips. For this reason 
something should be inserted be 
tween his teeth. Do not use meta 
which might break the teeth, or 
a pencil or any object that migh' 
be broken easily.

Washington — If there's any truth 


in the talk around Capitol Hill, the 
voteless District of Columbia is 
closer to getting a vote and some 
sort of representation in Congress 
than at any time since the oldest 
inhabitants got their first mustache 
cups. 


The reaion is the Sumners-Cap 


per proposed constitutional amend- 
ment. Since you and you will have 
to vote on it or at least make it 
clear to your state legislators how 
you feel about it, it's just as well 
that it be understood now. 


It's hard to see how 
Congress 


can refuse to pass the Sumners- 
Capper bill. 


It is merely an enabling act. It 


doesn't give the citizens of the Dis- 
trict a right to vote or any repre 
sentalion whatever. 


It merely specifies that when and 


if three-fourths of the states adopt 
it as an amendment, then Congress 
shall deteriTn'ne the extent of the 
franchise 
and representation 
in 


Congress. There is no thought what: 
ever that this will mean the Dis 
trict's city government 
will be 


turned over to the people who live 
here. 


There's also little argument in 


Congress, as far as I can find, that 
the District should have more than 
a non-voting delegate in the House, 
as Hawaii, Alaska, the Philippines 
and Puerto Rico are 
now repre 


senled. 


But those are 
matters 
which 


would be left up to Congress, i 
the Sumners-Capper act should be 
come a part of the Constitution. 


It's hard to see either why the 


voters of the nation would refuse 
to place in Congress, where it be- 
longs, this responsibility for giving 
residents of the national capital 
some sort of say-so about how they 
are governed, and equal rights with 
the rest of the nation in voting for 
president and vice president. 


The difficulty that the proposed 


amendment probably will have, 
say its backers, is in lack of inter- 
est. 


Why that should be is difficult to 


understand. Washington, D. C., be- 
longs to the nation. Chairman Hat
